HUGE PROFITS MADE 
BY FARMERS’ COMPANY 


The Recent Annual Meeting of the 
Grain Growers’ Grain Company Re- 
vealed a Most Successful Year 


A glance over the balance sheet of 
the Grain Growers’ Grain Company 
for the year ending August 31st last, 
as presented at their annual meeting, 
indicates that the farmers are not 
such amateurs in the business world 
as has often been alleged in contro- 
versies arising out of the sale of im- 
plements. The farmers’ co-operative 
movement must be in good hands, 
judging by the splendid earnings of 
the parent company. 

The statement shows that on a paid- 
up capital of about $870,000, profits 
for the year were $227,000, or more 
than 25% of the paid-up capital. A 
reader of the “Grain Growers’ Guide,” 
who sees the financial statement of 
the farmers’ big company, and par- 
ticularly if he subscribes to the policy 
of the “Guide,” would be inclined to 
think that there must be a big mis- 
take about this statement, and that 
ft was really the balance sheet of one 
of the big railways or banks or mill- 
ing companies, or even a manufactur- 
fpg concern, in which he has been 
taught to believe the profits are never 
less than 25%. 

However much criticism might be 
heaped on a milling company (or 
some similar institution) which show- 
ed profits of 25% on its paid-up capi- 
tal, by certain writers in the West, 
there is no business man, either in 
the East or the West, who will be- 
@rudge the farmers’ company the ex- 
cellent profits they have made. 
Whether the co-operative principle 
has been adhered to rigidly, by those 
behind the company in question, or 
Bot, there is no doubt that the in- 
vestors in the company have received 
@ substantial return, much higher 
than is usual in the average commer- 
cial enterprise. 

If this company continues to make 
these huge profits, it would seem that 
those interested would have to be 
more guarded in the future in their 
eondemnation of those who in enter- 
prises which have come under the at- 
tack of the farmers are fortunate if 
they have an annual statement show- 
fag half the percentage of profits of 
the farmers’ company.

Globe Saw Little In It Threa Yeare 


Ago—Tntéhedting Wetrospect 


! when tiie free wheat question came 
up again this fall, some one with a 
good memory recalied that the Tor 
oato “Globe,” over two years ago, had 
@p article setting forth the facts 
against free. wheat in a very convince 
ing way. 

Recourse was had to the back files 
of the “Globe,” and it was found that 


on Friday, April 26th, 1918, the “Globe” | - 


had a special article on its financial 
pese, entitled “Canada’s Grain and 
VPiour and Wilson Tariff BIL” The 
burden of this article was that the 
Gour and wheat trade would scarcely 
de affected. The most striking com 
ment in the article in question is as 
follows, under the heading “Rffect on 
our Wheat”: 

“The reduction proposed in the éuty 
on wheat will affect the Canadian pro- 
ducer very little now. The United 
@tates ts producing too much surplus 
wheat in these days to afford us a 
profitable market there. With re: 
@erves on March 8lst amounting to 
about 156,000,000 bushels and a new 
winter crop coming in about the lst 
of July, which promises to greatly ex 
ceed that of a year ago, the United 
States is a huge exporter yet. With 
her new irrigation methods there are 
large wheat areas yet untouched, 
There is promise that she will be a 
large exporter for many years to come: 
Prevailing prices in American markets 
refiect the relative position of the twe 
countries, The present period is a 
good time to compare prices, as the 
export season, on this side of the 
water, is progressing towards its 
close. In Winnipeg yesterday futures 
were selling as follows: May, 08%; 
July, 94%; October, 89%. In Minne 
epolis they were selling May at 88%; 
July, 90%; September, 91%. In Kan 
gas City, May at 86%; July85%; Sep} 
tember, 86%. Except for some weeks 
fm December last, cash and future 
prices in the United States markets 
have been below Winnipeg. Britain 
is the great consuming market of both 
Canada and the United States. In 
1912, 60,343 bushels of wheat went 
from Canada to Britain, The past 
year Liverpool! has largely controlled 
the future markets in both countries." 

It will be seen from the above that 
the “Globe” is inclined to think that 
on the whole little would be gained 
by our wheat being admitted free tq 
United States. The figures quoted 
show, in a striking manner, that the 
Winnipeg prices are higher than Min- 
neapolis at times, and a careful review 
of these figures over a period of years 
would show that, while at times the 
Minneapolis prices may be highe: 
than those in Winnipeg, on the whole 
what little difference these ts jo iy 
favor of Winnipeg pate ;

The British Navy’s Grip is Gradually Tightening, and Enemy's 


Trade With Scandinavia 


has been Completely cut 


off by the Activity of the Brit.sh Submarines 


The German navy has recently 
treated us to no little display of force 
at the southern end of the Baltic. 

Reports tell of cruisers and destroy- 


ers dashing hither and thither, now} 


attacking the British steamer Thelma 
in Swedish territorial waters, now 
steaming up through the Sound and 
into the Cattegut, only to come flying 
back helter-skeiter to German waters 
“as if the devil were after them.” 
appears that in this case the “devil” 
was a flotilla of British destroyers, 
for we hear that our ships have been 
seen in force in this eastern arm of 
the North Sea, and that they have es- 
corted two flotillas of submarines 
down the Cattegut as far as Elsinore, 
at the north end of the Sound. 

This German parade of force is, on 
the face of it, merely another attempt 
to cope with our submarines, but at 
the back there are signs of uneasiness 
and even of panic, 

Germany is getting very nervous of 
the Baitic blockade, says Mr, Jolin 
F. HW. Pollen, an authority and writer 
on naval affairs, 

It has not “petered out’ as she ex- 
pected, but on the contrary it is grow- 
ing in intensity. Germany's counter 
measures have been totally unsuccess- 
ful, for we have not as yet lost a 
single submarine; above all, the need 
of iron ore, cotton, and foodstuffs is 
being daily more felt, and perhaps 
the “open road to the Hast” is not 
producing the supply of raw materials 
that Germany anticipated! 

The re-opening of the enemy's trade 
routes to Scandinavia is becoming 
more and more essential, but the wat- 
ers of the Baltic are swarming with 
our submarines, and this re-opening 
is as far off as is ever was. 

Could Germany close the Sound ef- 
fectively to our submarines and could 
she then raise an impenetrable wall of 
mines and nets from her coasts to the 
limit of Sweden's territorial waters, 
there might yet be some hope that 
German merchantmen could cross the 
se in safety. 


Past events seem to indicate that 
Germany can never raise guch a bar- 
rier, for, in naval warfare, apart from 


the unenviable credit of initiating a 
campaign of murder on the high seas, 
she hag shown no such ingenuity in 
her plans as can lead us to suppose
